Yesterday Chip had the hiccups. 
“Drink a glass of water,” MC?

You get the hiccups when your 
diaphragm (the large muscle 
that helps you breathe) spasms. 
Your diaphragm actually works 
all the time pulling air into 
your lungs, but you can’t feel it. 
But when the diaphragm 
contracts when it’s not supposed 
to, you accidentally suck down 
some air. That air is then pulled 
into the voice box, making your 
vocal cords move and causing 
the hiccup sound. 

Though hiccups can last for 
several hours, they usually go 
away by themselves in a few 
minutes. Chip thought holding 
his breath did the trick best.
